Of course this ia to be regretted; but what
are we to do about it? Ounr stupid and nar-
row-minded legislators will persist in think-
ing that the fisheries dispute, the San Do-
mingo imbroglio, the settlement of the Ala-
bama olaims, the restoration of wholesome
and friendly relations with the Bouth, the
national indebtedness, and so on, are sub-
jects of more urgent consequence than those
which Mrs, Victoria Woodhull so eloquently
advances, Whether she shall be entitled to
ran  for President, and whether Miss
Susan B. Anthony shall be entitled to
vote for her, are, we confess, matters of the
deepest concern; but it is difficult to get
your average member of Congress to
think so. Confronted with actual and posi-
tive women, not merely the documentary and
recorded shadows thereof, snch as petitions,
resolutions, affirmations, and the like, he is
apt to make a present show of concessien,
even of conviction, and to promise all sorts
of aid and comfort to his besiegers. Dut,
alas, he generally backs out as soon as they
are gone, and the wizard spell of their voices
and the compelling enchantment of their
eyes are withdrawn from him. Possibly it
will be so with Mr. Cook and Judge Lough-
ridge, and even with the flery and datermined
Butler, upon whom, in full conclave, Mrs.
Woodhull emptied her ethical and expostula-
tory urn,

But whether they snoceed or fail, their atti-
tude is alike courageous and interesting, It
is no joke to beard the Judiciary Committee
in its den, and, in presence of so many
learned doctors, enter upon & new exegesis
of the Constitution. We see no reason why
Mrs. Woodhull should not, so far as intrinsic
coursge is concerned, be placed upon a
level with Joan of Arc or the Maid of Sara-
gossa, It is really a feather in her cap that
the Senate Committee declined to trust itself
in her declamatory presence. However forti-
fied in their present convictions, that vener-
able and learned body could have no
aspurapce that at the first wooing
ncconts of her voice, the structure of their
faith, however solidly bultressed with
biblieal eitation and contemporary pre}'u«].ioa.
would not topple over like the walls of Jericho
before the persuasive quaver of the ram's
horns. They would have been like go many
Samsons before the fair and fluent Philis-
tine, aud she would have bound them one and
all with her logical withes, They have
eseaped that destiny by declining to confront
the enemy and immuring themselves within
the walls of their official Troy. If the
Heuse committee had set a gimilar example,
it is diffionlt to conjecture what the women
wonld have done and to whom they wonld
have iutomed their plaints, They couldn't
have gome direct to the President,
a8 he 18 known to «¢ling to the eold-
fashioned mnotion that women ought to
stay at home and mind their business. Bont-
well couldn't have given them any comfort,
nnless, perhaps, he lnlﬁad them all to
situations in the Treasury Department —and
amonpg the remaining Becretaries and
t:ther'iaigh diguitaries of the Oapitol we can
think of none to whom in such an event they
could have advantageously presented them
selves. Now, if they had gone all that dis-
tance and found nobody to listen to them it
would have been in every particular a cir-
oumstance of misery, and we are therefore
mwoved to suggest the appointment of a joint
committee of both houses to be in perpetual
session, whose spacial funotion it shall be to
hold interviews with wandering squada of
women who with supplicatory, denunsiatory,
or argumentative intent may chanoce to visit
the Capitol. If anybody deems this sugges-
tien irrelevant or needless, we invoke his at-
tention to the faot that any of the present
committees can at will decline auch interviews
snd send the wandering and reformatory
ladies home again withont giving thewm a
chance tos unburden themselves of their
grievances. This will never do., Let us
wake it somebody's business to listen pa-
tiently to all the feminine *'whereases” and

A VILLAGE POPULATION
HOUSE.,
From the N, Y. Sun,

Gotham court, which comprises the im-
mense pile known as Nos. 30 and 38 Oherry
street, is one of the institutions of New York,
With the exception of some of our penal es-
teblishments, it is the most populous dwelling
in the Btate. It has bad as many as 260 fami.
lies, consieting of 1218 people, packed into it
at une time. When it is remembered that
there is many a flourishing village which does
nol gcontgin 1200 inbabitants, nor even half
that-number, the reader may get some notion
of what Gotham court is wien in the full
cram of its plethoric horrors. But whatever
idea & reader may get of the density of the
population of this gigantic tenement-honse
he can get no tdeqn!u notion of its aclua
condition except by the n.glhu.l.m thersto of
Lis own organs of sight and smell,

Gotbam ocourt ¥4 in the Pourth ward, anl
within & stone's throw of the apot, at the
head of Uherry , where Cremeral Wash-
inglon at ouw Lwe
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“Etshlnglon'u ghost or any other man'a.
Gotham Court iz 234 feet long, 14 feel
wide, and five stories high. It is divided by
A oenireé wall, from end to end and bottom to
top, into two back-to-back ranges of dwell-
ings, Every floor, in each range, is divided
into sets of apartmenta of two rooma anch,
one of whioh in called a living room and the
oftier a bédroom. The living room i 14 feot
by © in extent, and the hedroom is 14 feet by
K. On thesouth side of the building there is
an alley peven feet wide, which is not a
pleasant promenade in the dog-days, nor at
any other senson of the vear,
ff this huge strmotare were the only tene-
ment honse in the Fourth ward, it wonld be
less intolerable; but the truth is, there are
over three bundred and fifty others, contain-
ing a total tenement-hounse population of
1 12,221 within that cirenmsoribed area. The
result is such a state of degradation, filth,
vice, disease, wretchedness, suffering, and
woo a8 it is impossible to deseribe. The ohil-
dren are eaten aplive by marasmus and de-
voured by what has come to be named “‘the
tenement-house rot.” The ewners of the
houses cannot help this state of things, nor
can the tenants themselves help it. As the
Sapitary Buperintendent says in his reports
to the Board of Health, *‘Given this over-
crowding of population, and the results are
sure te follow. . They may be somewhat miti-
gated; but so long as the overcrowding ig
permitted, they cannot be eradicated,”
The Sanilary SBuperintendent is right. Tt
is the overcrowding that does the mischief
and works all this evil; and the problem is,
How shall this overcrowding, this tenemant-
house packing, be got rid of? So long as
the poor laboring people, the mechanies and
daily toilers of all kinds, who have to earn
their living below Chambers strest, are pre-
vented by A. T. Btewart and his confede-
rates among the politicians from getting
quickly and ocheaply from their places of
work to homes in the snburbs, this tenement-
bouse packing cannot be got rid of; but it
will, on the contrary, grow worse aud worse
all the time. We t have steam communi-
oation amd cheap fares from one end of the
island to the otlmy, and out into the country,
before this abominable state of things can be
overthrown. How long will the peeple allow
A. T, Btewart and his political confederates
thus to shut them up within jail limits, and
compel them to sacrifice their health and lives
in tenement houses ?

THE S8AN DOMINGO COMMISSION.
From the N, ¥. Thmes.

The way in which some of Senator Schurz's
argnments against the annexation of San
Domingo were met in the Senate by Senator
Wilson and othera gives indications of a
spirit which we trust will not preside over
the inquiries of the commission. Mr. Scharz
argnes that the inhabitants of tropical conn-
tries are not capable either of econducting an
orderly and free government, or of engaging
in energetic and prosperous industry, Now,
he mny be wrong in this; itis an assertion
which the Romans might have used
sgainst the inhabitants of Northern Enrope,
and which, had all traces of the Roman
Ewmpire perished in the Dark Ages, the in-
habitants of Northern Europe might now

make of the inhabitants of Southern Europes.
It is, of course, always dangorous to Pay
down any proposition about the absolute and
perpetual eapacity or incapacity of any race
or people. There was in the ninth century
& petition in the litany used in the churches
of Northern Italy—*From the darts of the
Hungarians, good Lord, deliver us!" and if
snybody had uttered to those who used it
the prediction that those thieving, murdering
savages would eventuanlly have become one
of the most sensible and successful sets of
oliticians in the civilized world, he would
hnve been well langhed at. TIlustrations of
this kind might easily be multiplied.
Nevertheless, the longer the period daring
which people have failed to do a thing, the
more réason is there for belipving that they
cannot do it, and the safer is it to assert that
they will not do it; and certainly there could
not be a safer assertion of the kind made
than that the inhabitants of tropieal countries
will never succeed either in politios or indns-
try. We know them since the very dawn of
history, and they never have sncceeded in all
that time in achieving ewminence either as
producers or politicians. We know, too, that
as a matter of fact, the effects of the tropical
climate on the human frame are very debili-

tating and enervating. Different races
suffer from them in different degreea
—the Caucasisn most of all, and the

negro least—but all suffer. The great indus-
trial regions of fhe world, those of Asia, as
well as those of Europe and America, lis, and
bave always lain, outside the tropics; and the
sunecessful Governments of the world have
always been found ouiside the tropics. Is
that reasoning as we usually reason, and have
fo reason, in politice? He is not to be con-
sidered a rash or bad man who says that if we
spnex Ban Domingo the Dowinisans will say:
—*"(Give as mueh help in the work of govern-
ment as in the work of production;” and it
would be very unfortunate for them-aud for
us if the Commission went to San Domingo
under the influence of very highflovn o
yrieri notions as to the capacity of all man.
ind for sell-government.
Senator Wilson says that if the inhabitants
of tropical countries were not fit for self-gov-
ernment, ‘‘the Almighty ought to have called
{he philosophbers into His councils before He
wade the torrid regions.” With all respect
to the Senator be it said, this was a very
foolish speech. There is notbing mere mys.
terious or improbable in God's vin(i mads
the inhsbilants of the torrid regions inoapa-
ble of self-governwment, than his havin
allowed large bodies of the inhabitants of al
climates to pass their lives from age to age in
sin skd misery, or in his sllowing disease and
| death to ravage the world, Both are myste-
| rious, to be sure, but we must nol deny the

existence of things becanse we do not uader-
stand them, nor doubt the existence of Provi.
dence because the whole earth is not covered
by & bappy republic.

What we crave for is faots, and taots lat ns
bave.

There is one consideration conneoted with
the inquity which is very important, and yot
has hardly been totiched on, and that is the
lepgth of time which it will consume to
make it thorough, The work of the com-
missioners, as traced out by the resolntion,
if done well wonld take five years; if avem
done partially would take two; and it can only
be proseonted in winter. The gentlomen,
too, whe have been put on the commission,
though not old, are well past their prime,
and can bardly be expeoted to encoanter the
dangers and fatignes of residence in a tropi-
cal climate with much ardor. It wonld seem
a8 if they onght either to be surronnded by a
large and competent corps of more youthfnl
assiatants, to act under their inspiration and
direction, or else have the aphere of the in-
(uiry considerably diminished.

THE BITUATION,
From the Pall Mall Gazette,

Before the world had recoverad from its
first amazement at the Russian announcement
that the Treaty of Paris was to be violated,
the Times informed its readers that there
were two olasses of persons who oarried their
alarms to the point of absurdity: one con-
gisted of those who were persunded that there
wirs an understanding between Russia and
Prussin; the other of those who were con-
vinced that there was an understanding be-
tween Russin and the United States, In the
month that has since elapsed we have had
every sort of explanation of the conduot of
these three States; but, after all that has been
said and done, we are compelled to ask
whether there is any  hypothesis to
connect the faots which is more plau-
sible than  that which seemed ridi-
culous to the Z¥mes. The optimists who
denonnce the alarmists appear to forget that
there is a priord presumption for the exist-
ence of such an understanding, Connt Bis-
marck is the parent of contemporary diplo-
macy, aud all his great diplomatic move-
wents have been preceded by a series of ne-
gotiations, at once aundacious aund obsonre,
nimed at establishing understandings which
might be disavowed if necessary, but which
wight also bear fruit in action at the decisive
moment. Taking first the Black Sea ques-
tion: what evidence have we to weaken this
rresumpliou‘:’ There is a ramor that Conut
Jismarck denied any such understanding to
Mr. Odo Russell; but all we really know is,
that Mr, Odo Itussell began his negotiations
ut Versailles with a very bad eold, and after
he was well again his namesake with the doo-

torial title only mentioned him to
state that he bad heard nothing from
Count Bismarck. The only facts

redlly in point and really established are that
Prussia has proposed a conference on the
Treatly of Paris, and has declared herself free
from the obligations of the Treaty of Lon-
den. 'The second faot gives its color to the
first. The important question with reference
to the conference was whether it would ps-
semble to discuss the future necessity for the
observance of treaties or the expediency of
relaxing by agreement the obligations of the
Treaty of Paris. Ilngland and Austria go
into conference to consider the last poiot;
Prussia and Russia to argue the first. The
evidenos, therefore, against an understanding
between the two lust-mentioned powers stands
precisely as follows:—One has proposed and
the other has consented to meet the repre-
sentatives of other European States for the
purpose of contending that the power to
whom a particular convention is onsrous may
decline to be bonnd by it without the permis-
sion of any otfier State which may be a party
to the convention. There may be mauy dis-
putes as to the exact intent and significance
of the Black Bea and Luxemburg cirenlars;
but it is impossible to deny that this at least
is their common meaning.
We do not profess to ?uwe a olear opinion
on the correctness of the statement tele-
raphéd from Washington to the New York
Iribune, and repeated in one of our ocea-
sional notes. It is alleged that Mr. Fish, the
American Becretary of State, has been for
three months beset by the Ruassinn Minister
with proposals for a joint demonstration
aguinst this country. Rnssia was to denonnce

the treaty of Paris; the United Btates was to

press simultaneonily for a settlement of the
Alabama olaims. If this account of the facts
be true, there ceases to be any question as to
the Hussian intrignes which preceded
Prinee Ciortaghakofl’'s ecircular. The asser-
tion that the procesding startled not only
England and France, but all the other allies
of Russia, is st ones overthrown., Mr. Fish,
indeed, is stated Lo have claimed credit for his
resistance to the Russlan suggestions; but
we ure compelled to ask what more ocould the
Government which he represents have done
than it has done, suf)pming he had made no
resistance at nll ? Let us reflect that, until
the Gortschakof! circular was on the point of
being issued, we heard nothing whatever of
the probability of disturbed relations
with the Unpited Blates. We were told
that the Awerican public had listened with

rent complacency to the counciliatory
Pecturea of Mr. Thomas Hughes, and that the
claimants of compensation for the captures
of the Alabama were asking why in the world
they should not get the money which Eogland
was ready to pay. But, almost contempora-
neously with the Ruasian diplomatic stroke,
a romor of alliance between President Grant
and General Butler reached this country,
This was quickly snoceeded by Batller's in-
pudent speeches on the Canadian Fishery
grievance; then eame President Cirant's mes-
sage, awusingly complimented by the 1/mes
on being less avdacions than the proposals of
General Batler; and now the Amsrican

Nor do we suppose that they have an
special fanoy for the politioa
leadership under which they seem to be
ropging themselves, An attorney with »
stain on his honesty; a soldier with a slur on
his conrage; a man known thronghout the
world for brutality to women —these are not
the types of oharnoter which singly or com-
bined commend themselves to a communit
which voluntarily chooses its political di-
rector. But everything is condoned by Ame-
ricans when there is a chanoce of injuring this
country.

The hostility ef the United States is the
true key to the position occupied by Great
Biitain, and we should st .nd a great deal
better with the woirld if we honestly acknow-
ledged it. Those among 8 who are striving
their hardest to put some other constrnotion
on Russian and Prussian diplomacy than that
which every organ of opinion outside of Eng-
land has placed npon it would most of them
admit, if they wonld speak frankly, that the
consideration which reconciles them to turn-
ing the other cheek to Connt Bismarck after
one has been smitten by PrinceGortschiakofl,
is their conviction that if we made a
beld step forward on the European political
stage the Americans would take ns at a disad-
vantage.

majus nnsettled. No greater blundsr was
ever committed than the postponement of the
Alabama grievances. 1t is true*we can never
be sure what complaints the Awmericans
will advance. Even the English Toreign
Office might be forgiven for not having
looked forwurd to a rencwal of the fishery
dispute. The trune policy is nevertheless to
solve nll American controversies as rapidly
a8 poseible, and by any issue rather than
none, The poliey sotually followed has been
the very worst conceivable. When the Ala-
bama eleims hsd been postponed-—when the
Dominion of Cavada lad been established—
when our American territories were virtually
gerrisoned by a weak militia, there remsinad,
as M. Thiers put it, not another fanlt to be
guilty of.
